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Grain  prices  advanced  rather  sharply  during  the  April-July  period  reflecting 
record  exports  of  several  grains,  reduced  supplies  and  some  concern  over  prospects 
for  the  1966  crops.  Reflecting  the  advance,  prices  the  first  three  weeks  of  July 
were  generally  above  a  year  ago.   Carryover  stocks  of  wheat  were  34  percent  below 
last  year.  Holdings  of  the  four  feed  grains  stood  at  74  million  tons  --8  percent 
below  the  previous  year.  Soybean  stocks  were  slightly  above  the  July  1965  total. 

WHEAT  . . .  prices  advanced  steadily  during  the  April-July  period  due  to  the 
record  export  demand  and  some  deterioration  in  the  new  crop.  Hard  winter  went  up 
over  30^  per  bushel  at  Kansas  City  while  soft  red  winter  advanced  25jZ^  at  Chicago 
in  the  four-month  period.  Spring  wheat  gained  28jzf  at  Minneapolis  and  white  wheat 
32j^  per  bushel  at  Portland,   Compared  with  a  year  ago,  prices  ranged  from  25(Z^ 
higher  for  spring  wheat  to  45^  higher  for  hard  winter.  Carryover  stocks  of  wheat 
on  July  1  totaled  536  million  bushels  --  the  smallest  for  that  date  since  1952, 
The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  owned  403  million  as  against  690  million  a  year 
earlier.  Exports  of  wheat,  flour  and  products  during  1965-66  amounted  to  a  record 
867  million  bushels  —  11  million  above  the  previous  high  in  1963-64  and  142 
million  more  thajti  in  1964-65,  Milling  of  594  million  bushels  of  wheat  for  flour 
was  12  million  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Domestic  supplies  of  wheat  for  1966-67, 
based  on  July  1  conditions,  total  1,776  million  bushels  --  the  smallest  since 
1952-53.  Exports  of  wheat,  including  flour  from  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina 
and  Australia  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  were  around  1,850  million 
bushels  —  an  increase  of  300  million  over  1964-65, 

RYE  . . .  gained  9^  per  bushel  at  Miimeapolis  during  the  past  quarter  and 
finished  12jZ^  above  a  year  ago.  Stocks  of  18.5  million  bushels  in  all  positions 
July  1  were  43  percent  above  last  year.  Disappearance  of  almost  30  million 
bushels  was  a  million  more  than  in  1964-65  due  to  the  increase  in  exports. 
Alcohol  and  milling  usage  was  up  slightly.  Domestic  supplies  of  rye  for  1966-67 
total  44  million  bushels,  about  2  million  above  1965-66.  The  larger  carryover 
almost  offsets  the  smaller  crop, 

CORN prices  at  the  farm,  April  through  June,  averaged  5(2^  per  bushel  below 

last  year  due  in  part  to  the  larger  available  supplies.  However,  in  July  market 
prices  advanced  5-8j2^  per  bushel  as  record  exports  and  heavy  feeding  reduced  stocks 
and  hot,  dry  weather  threatened  the  new  crop.  Stocks  of  com  in  all  positions  on 
July  1  totaled  1.8  billion  bushels,  120  million  below  last  year  and  the  smallest 
since  1956,  The  CCC  non-committed  inventoiy  totaled  91  million  on  July  1  as 
against  477  million  a  year  earlier,  The  1966  crop  was  forecast  July  1  at  a  record 
4,2  billion  bushels.  Com  disappearance,  October  through  June,  totaled  3.5 
billion  bushels  —  350  million  more  than  the  same  months  a  year  earlier.  Exports 
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reached  531  million  as  against  405  million  last  season.  Corn  remaining  for  feed 
totaled  2.7  billion  compared  with  2.5  billion  for  1964-65.  Animal  units  for  1965-66 
are  estimated  at  169.1  million  compared  vifith  167.7  million  for  1964-65.  Feeding  of 
corn  per  animal  unit  totaled  15.9  bushels  the  first  9  months  of  the  season  as  against 
15.0  last  year  and  14. 8  the  5-year  average. 

QATS  . . .  averaged  around  a  penny  per  bushel  below  a  year  ago  during  the  April- 
June  quarter.  But  in  the  first  three  weeks  of  July  oats  generally  averaged  5^  per 
bushel  above  a  year  earlier  due  in  part  to  prospects  for  a  smaller  crop  and  higher 
feed  grain  prices.  Carryover  stocks  of  383  million  vrere  14  percent  above  a  year 
ago.  V/ith  production  estimated  at  897  million  bushels,  down  6  percent  from  last 
year,  domestic  supplies  for  1966-67  total  1,220  million  as  against  1,242  million  for 
1965-66.  Disappearance  of  oats,  mainly  for  feed  totaled  922  million  last  season 
compared  with  916  million  for  1964-65.  Exports  of  36  million  bushels  were  sharply 
above  the  last  year  or  the  5-year  average. 

BARLEY  . . .  prices  in  the  April- June  quarter  were  5^  per  bushel  above  a  year  ago. 
Feed  barley  prices  ranged  6-8jzf  above  last  year  the  first  three  weeks  of  July  while 
malting  barley  at  Minneapolis  sold  generally  6^  per  bushel  lower  in  the  same  period. 
Carryover  stocks  of  108  million  were  6  percent  above  a  year  earlier  but  25  percent 
below  the  5-year  average.  V/ith  production  forecast  at  7  percent  below  last  year, 
domestic  supplies  for  1966-67  total  only  489  million  compared  v/ith  575  million  the 
5-year  (1960-64)  average.  Disappearance  last  season  totaled  412  million  —  a  drop 
of  33   million  from  1964-65,  due  mainly  to  smaller  feeding.  Industrial  usage,  mainly 
for  beer  and  alcohol,  was  up  slightly  while  exports  of  75  million  increased  by  16 
million  bushels. 

GRAIN  SORGHUM  ...  prices  averaged  17^  per  cwt.  below  a  year  ago  during  the 
April-June  quarter.  Despite  a  sharp  increase  in  July,  prices  were  mostly  3^  per  cvrt. 
below  last  year.  Stocks  of  299  million  cwt.  in  all  positions  July  1,  were  19  percent 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier.  Of  the  total  stocks,  CCC  owned  252  million  as  against 
332  million  on  July  1,  1965.  Disappearance  of  391  million  cwt.  during  the  first  9 
months  of  1965-66  was  120  million  cwt.  more  than  the  corresponding  period  last 
season.  Exports  of  104  million  cwt.  were  more  than  double  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
The  remainder  of  the  increase  in  disappearance  was  in  feed  usage. 

SOYBEAN  . . .  prices  advanced  60^  per  bushel  in  the  April-July  period  reflecting 
record  exports  and  crushings.   Prices  in  July  averaged  13i   above  July  1965  due  in 
part  to  concern  about  the  1966  crop.  Stocks  of  134  million  bushels  were  3  million 
more  than  a  year  earlier  and  4  million  below  average.  Soybean  crushings  of  455 
million  in  the  September- June  period  v/ere  50  million  more  than  in  the  comparable 
period  last  season.  Exports  of  227  million  bushels  ran  some  44  million  bushels 
ahead  of  the  previous  year. 

FLAJ(SEED  . . .  advanced  gradually  during  the  April- July  period  and  in  July  sold 
around  3^  above  a  year  earlier  at  Minneapolis.   Carryover  stocks  of  I4  million  were 
3.5  million  more  than  a  year  ago.   The  1966  crop,  forecast  at  25.6  million,  is  dovm 
27  percent  from  last  year.   On  the  basis  of  the  July  forecast,  supplies  for  1966-67 
total  40  million  compared  with  46  million  for  1965-66.  Flaxseed  crushings  of  22.7 
million  bushels  last  season  were  about  2  million  more  the  previous  year  v/hile  exports 
of  5.3  million  were  1.3  million  below  1964-65.  .
